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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The use of the trademark "game boy" has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent appUcations, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
Claim 1 contains the trademark/trade name "game boy". Where a trademark or trade 
name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the 
claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain*since the trademark or 
trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods thentiselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe "control 
button module" and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Response to Amendment 

2. As to claim 1 , the amendment such as " wherein the supplemental display 
module is movable between open and closed positions, when the supplemental display 
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module is located in the closed position, the supplemental display module is located in 
a back surface of the LCD display module and has an exterior surface located In a 
same plane as the back surface of the LCD display module, and when the supplemental 
display module is located in the open position,, the supplemental display module is 
pivoted outwardly from the back surface of the LCD display module," changes the scope 
of the claims. This requires further search and/or consideration.
